THE TILLAGE FBXCEMAKEJt. 


In the early settlement of this coun- 


try farmers made very crooked fences 
which were very properly called ''worm 
fences," but owinj to the increasing 
value of timber and the great extent of 
ground these fences occupied, sensible 
and economical farmers began to in- 
troduce post-and-rail fences Old Mr. 
Bowser was the iencemaker in Bed- 
ford and the surrounding country. lie 
went from farm to farm and remained 
as 'ong as his services were required. 
These fences were made of locust posts 
and chestnut rails, on account of their 
durable qualities. 
The posts were 


about five feet in height and the rails 12 
feet in length. 


Mr. Bowser always brought his tools, 


consisting of a broad axe, an adz, a 
large chisel and a large auger. 
Thus 


equipped, he made some five or six 
holes in each post and after trimming 
the rails at each end so as to fit in 
these holes, he made a very strong and 
durable fences. 
In many instances 


these fences were whitewashed, which 
added greatly to the appearance of the 
yard or farm. 


THE TILLAGE PO'MPMAKSR. 


Before the introduction of water- 


works the town and country people 
who had no springs were entirely de- 
pendent on wells for their supply of 
good water. 
Ordinarily water could 


be obtained by sinking a well to a 
depth of 30 feet, but oftentimes it was 
necessary to go to a depth of 100 \et. 


After a well had been dug to a prop- 


er depth it was necessary to case it 
with stones to prevent the earth's fall- 
ing into it. When a sufficient quanti- 
ty of water was secured there were 
two methods of lifting 
face. 
One was with 


it to the sur- 
a windless, a 


bucket and a chain, hence the charm- 
ing verses. 
Tha old oaken bucket, the iron-bound 


bucket, 
The moss covered bucket that hung in the 


well. 


This method, doubtless, was a prim- 


itive way, as mentioned in the bible, 
but it was very tedious and dangerous. 
Oftentimes 
the drawer hai fallen 


headlong into the well. 


The other and most generally adopt- 


ed plan was to use the common suc- 
tion pump, which acts by exhausting 


CLOTHING. 


Very few persons wore undercloth- 


ing or overcoats or overshoes or com- 
forts about the neck. In this way they 
became so accustomed to cold weather 
that they were able to endure an ex- 
treme degree of freezing weather. 
The clothing then worn by men and 
women during the winter were gen- 
erally woolen home-spun goods. The 
women ma^c themselves comfortable 
with flannel underclothing and dresses. 
The wool was clipped from the backs 
of their own sheep, spun with their 
own spinning wheels and woven in 
their o\\n looms. It may truthfully 
be said of many of these women, "She 
layetli her hands to the spindle, and 
her hands hold the distaff. "She seek- 
eth wool and flax and worketli willing- 
ly with lier hands." 


During the summer the men wore 


flaxen goods and the women calico 
frocks. 
Silk was reserved for the four 


hundred. 


CARPETS. 


There were few houses that had any 


woven carpets—some had none—and 
the few that were in use were home- 
made rag carpets. About 1830 a Ger- 
man weaver by the name of Beaver 
settled near Schellsburg 
He wove 


beautiful all-wool, ingrain, figured car- 
pets and as late as 18GO my mother 
and Mrs. Dr. Barclay had parlor car- 
pets in good condition, woven by Mr. 
Beaver. 


CAXDLES AXD OIL LAMP3. 


These were used almost exclusively 


for light. The caudles were made by 
each housewife by dipping a cotton 
wick of the proper length and thick- 
ness into hot tallow. 
Sometimes in a 


small way they were made in moulds. 
[n order to prevent the candle from 
becoming too dim it was necessary to 
snuff off the burned wick very often. 
These snuffers were like a pair of scis- 
sors having clips at the points ends. 
Xext followed the spermaceti candles. 
They made a bright light and required 
no snuffing of the wick. After the 
discovery of eoal oil the candles in 
•eiieral use were a product of that oil. 
Before these last mentioned candles 
were made lamps came into general 
use in which lard was sometimes used, 
ind then sperm oil. But now, where 
Jiere are no gas nor electric lights

Old William Krichbaum was the vil- 
lage pumpmaker. 
After measuring 


the depth of the well, a sufficient num- 
ber of pine logs to reac'i the bottom 
were hauled to it. These logs were 
about 12 feet io length and one foot in 
diameter. 


The pumpmaker then came with his 


tools and trestles and commenced 
work. He stripped the bark from the 
logs as he placed one at a time on the 
trestles, then with a large auger bored 
a hole longitudinally through each log. 
about four inches in diameter. The 
ends of the logs were then hewn down 
so as to fit tightly in these holes and 
the ends were strengthened with iron 
bands. The logs or pipas were then 
lei down into the well with the aid of 
a windless and chain, so that the end 
of one pipe fitted into the end of anoth- 
er one. An iron rod with a sucker was 
tben placed in tlie pipes or stock and 
a substantial floor was made over the 
mouth of the well and a spout was 
fixed in the stock about three feet 
from the floor, and a pump handle 
about three feet above it. When the 
handle was worked the water was 
raised to the spout and flowed out 
with great force. As there were a 
great many pumps in use the pump- 
maker was kept quite busy. 


In later times the small Erie pump 


and the water works have nearly ab- 
sorbed the business and with the death 
of Mr. Krichbaum the work in Bed- 
ford entirely ceased. 


THE VILLAGE SHOEMAKES. 


Old Caleb Horton was the village 


shoemaker of Bedford. According to 
the custom then prevailing he came 
once a year and sometimes twice 
with his shoemaker's bench and ki 
of tools, including a leather apron,awls 
hammers, lasts, wooden pegs and wax 
threads, to some house according t 
arrangemenf. He located in the kitch 
en and remained from one to two 
weeks until he had made two pairs of 
shoes for each member of the family. 
Thus he went from house to house 
until all his customers were supplied 
with shoes for the year. The leather 
was supplied by the house-holder. His 
arrival at the house was considered a 
great event by the children, as his 
first work was to take the measure- 
ment of their feet. I remember well 
when he was at my father's house. 
Nearly all the time the children were 
around his bench, and as he hammered 
and pegged away at the shoes he talked 
and amused them. 


TUE TILLAGE TAILOBESS. 


In like manner, once or twice a year 


came the village tailoress who, like 
the shoemaker, went from house to 
house, oftentimes remaining a month 
at one place, or until she had made suf- 
ficient dresses and anderwear for the 
girls and pants, vests and roundabouts 
for the boys, to last for a year. I re- 
member very well Rachel Eose, the 
village tailoress, who spent man; 
weeks at our house. 
She was treated 


as a member of the family. She wa 
gentle and kind and the children were 
all very much attached to her am 
were always sorry when she left to g' 
to some other house, and were alway 
very glad ,wlien she returned.

lived to a ripe old age and lies burie 
in Cumberland Valley. Peace to he 
aslies. 


IE METHODS OF COOKIXO. 


Cooking stoves are a product of the 
1st CO years. Prior to that time cook- 
ng was r"one before .a large, open 
vood fire. Every kitchen had a large 
tone or brick chimney with a large 
>pen fire place and a wide brick 
learth. Iron or brass andirons were 
used in these fire places to raise up the 
vood and permit a draft below. 
It 


ras the custom to place a large back 
og on tbesc andirons when making 
he fire. Mr. Abraham Kerns, of Bed- 
ord, improved on this plan by having 
a cast-iron back log made so as to re- 
:ain the heat. For the same reason 
renius thought of making the other 
vood of iron. 


In the chimney there was a long 


swinging iron crane suspended 
bc- 


the end walls and from this 


crane hung- several iron clamps or 
looks of different lengths on to which 
,he several cooking utensils could be 
attached. 


The cooking implements included 


several large cast-iron pots, skillets, 
pans, etc., with lids, Dutch ovens and 
orick bake-ovens. 


A large wood fire was kept burning 


in the fire-place during cooking hours. 
For boiling purposes the pots and ket- 
tles were hung on the clamps over the 
fire. For baking purposes the biscuits 
or otlier things were placed in a large 
iron pot with iron lid. Hot coals were 
drawn out on the hearth and the pot 
put on the coals and then hot coals 
were also placed on the lid. In a short 
ti>re the contents were nieely baked. 


For roasting turkeys, beef, etc., they 


were suspended on a rod or spit run- 
ning through a large tin Dutch oven, 
open in front, which was set before 
the wood fire. These roasts required 
frequent basting with gravy to pre- 
vent scorching. 


For baking bread, cakes and pies a 


brick bake-oven generally built in the 
yard was used. It had a c' imney and 
a brick hearth. The oven was heated 
with dry wood firo and then the live 
coals were drawn out at the iron door 
and the hearth was swabbed with 


et mop. 
Then the articles to be 


aked were placed in the oven on a 
Tooden shovel, and after one hour 
hey were taken out. Baking was 
icn done only once or twice a week, 
n my judgment no bread, cakes or 
ies have been as wholesome and 
lalatable as those they baked. 


(JUEESSWAEE. 


The dark clue Liverpool chinaware 


vas generally used. A young married 
,ouple going to housekeeping coull 
buy a sufficient quantity of this ware 
or ten dollars. In after years when 
,he white chinaware displaced the 
blue some people were very shy about 
Buying it because, as they said, "It 
showed the dirt too plainly." 


STOVES. 


There were then only two kinds of 


wood stoves in use. A Frataklin stove, 
invented by Benjamin Franklin,was of 
cast iron, with an open front, and 
with feet, so tbat it could be placed 
either in the fire place or out in the 
•oom a little distance from the chim- 
ney. 
It had a large, wide circular 


hearth which 
the housewives had 


rubbed every morning with a brick or 
rotten stone so as to keep it very 
bright and burnished. 
Large and 


ornamental brass andirons were placed 
within the stove to hold up the wood. 


There were many sorts and sizes of 


cast iron stoves, commonly calleci"ten- 
plate stoves." These were set on an 
iron frame with feet. These stoves were 
enclosed but had a front door in which 
to feed them with wood and side doors. 
These stoves -were sometimes used for 
light cooking and probably that use 
of them suggested the cooking stove 
which followed in a few years. 


CAEEIAGES. 


There were very few carriages then 


in use 
The old fashioned one-horse 


gigs with two wheels were about the 
only vehicles with springs that were 
m 
general 
use. 
Wagons with- 


out 
springs were used to a very 


great extent for all purposes. 
The 


farmers came to town with their fam- 
ilies in two-horse wagons without any 
springs 
But riding on horse-back 


was then more frequent. In fact it 
was the only comfortable and easy 
method of traveling. 
Visitors came to 


Bedford Springs in that way, both 
men and women. My mother told me 
that soon after they were open she 
came there on horse-back with a party 
of Some-set county folks, and my 
grandmother rode all the way from 
Philadelphia to Schellsburg in 1799 on 
horse-back with her babe in her arms. 
I remember tint in 1S38 I went to 
Sulphur Springs with a party of men 
several times and we usually met up- 
wards of 100 men there, and every one 
of them came riding on a horse. 


J1AKIX& APPLE BUTTEB. 


In the fall when apples were ripe 


and eider was expressed,in nearly every 
farmer's household there was an apple 
butter boiling, to which many of the 
young people of the neighborhood 
were invited. 
This affair generally 


came off at night and it was an all- 
night festival. In the early hours of 
the night the bovs and gir's helped to 
pear the apples and stir the boiling 
cider. 
Afterwards they engaged in 


innocent games and dancing and in 
punishing a good supper. I have en- 
joyed these assemblies and I know 
that we had genuine fun. In fact 
these apple butter boilings are still 
carried on but only in a commercial 
way—for the sake of the dollars. 


COES HU9KISGS. 


When Indian corn was matured and 


ready for husking there was generally 
a husking match on some October eve- 
ning either in the barn or in the field. 
The young girls and boys were invited 
to be present and assist in husking the 
corn. The-e was some small prize for 
•he person who husked the largest 
quantity. It was a custom that every 
young man who was fortunate enough 
to get a 'red ear of corn was entitled 
to kiss one of the girls. After tlie 
husking was over the huskers were 
given a good supper and then joined in 
the mazy dance. This custom is atill 
prevalent in some places. 


GA3IE. 


Before the settlement of the "far 


west" the regular and favorite route 
for wild pigeons in their flight from 
the rice fields of South Carolina to the 
nortH was over the region immediately 
east of the Allegheny moon'ain, and 
particularly Bedford county. 
Every 


spring many large flocks numbering 
thousands flew over Bedford and in 
the fall returning southward, they 
tarried long in the buckwheat fields. 
They flew so low that many cf them 
were shot from the roofs of houses and 
from the tops of tlie surrounding hills. 
I remember when on Anderson's hill a 
flock of pigeons flew so low over my 
head that instead of shooting at them 
I struck at them with my gun—and 
missed the entire flock. 


But of late years the pigeons have 


taken Horace Greely's advice to young 
men and gone v\ est. 
I have heard 


hunters say that they found rice in 
the craws of pigeons when shot in the 
.spring. In early days the river was 
covered with wild ducks from Chesa- 
peake hay but they too have failed to 
appear in recent years 


Panthers, wolves, bears and deer 


often dime down from the mountains. 
Foxes, raccoons, opossums, ground 
hogs, rabbits and squirrels 
were 


abundant. So were all k'nds of wild 
birds. Hunters were also numerous; 
they used rifles and were very expert 
marksmen. 


I remember seeing a stuffed panther 


in Schellsburg in the thirties, ten feet 
in length from the tip of the nose to 
the tip of the tail; which was shot by 
Peter Mangus on the Allegheny moun- 
tains west of Schellsburg. 


THE AGUE. 


About 1833 or 33 the Juniata river 


was very low and chills and fever were 
prevalent along its tanks, and espe- 
cially at Bedford. I remember that 
tnen, when I was about ten years of 
age and my brother Abraham was 
about eight we were both taken with 
the chills and fever. On certain days 
the chills and fever came asiegularly 
as clock work, when we were between 
a fire and a freeze. I got tired of this 
thing and I thought that by a fixed 
determination on my part I could keep 
them off. I declared I would no 
longer shake, but mortal as I was, I 
did shake and that with animation, in 
those shaking days, up to the day the

rail estet*. They have most beauti- 
ful scenery, snch as fartile fields an 1 
wo ded mountains. Tin climate at al! 
seasons is nice, save when it rains a< it 
did the day your correspondent 
toere. This city is located ju»t at the 
openm? of the 1'ar-famed Shenandoah 
valley, one of the most fertile in the 
aad. L»nd in thia valley is limestone 
and sells readily at from seventy-fiva 
to one hundred and fifty dollars per 
acrr.

Khe Beginnings at Tlilx Now Common 


Mode of Protection. 


The practice of insurance waa known 


to the ancients, being In vogue at the 
beginning of tie Christian era. 


The Insurance ot- ships was undoubt- 


edly part of the business of ihe Hanse- 
atlc league, which was formed about 
1140 by the port towns of Germany to 
protect themselves against th» pirates 
of Sweden and Denmark. 


The custom of drawing out insurance 


policies originated In Florence in 1523, 
although a regnlar chamber of Insur- 
ance was formed at Bruges early In the 
fourteenth century, and the practice 
was in general use in Italy In 1194 and 
in England in 15BO. 


Fire and Mfe insurance Is of much 


more recent origin. Some of the an- 
cient guilds provided compensation for 
any of their members who suffered loss 
from fire, but the insurance of goods 
and houses as a distinct branch of busi- 
ness cannot be traced farther back 
than 1G07, the year after the great fire 
of London. 


The flrst regular company, the Hand- 


In-Hand, was founded in 1G90, and five 
other companies still existing were 
started iu the quarter of a century 
which followed. 
Life insurance was 


flrst undertaken by the Amicable in 
1701!.—London Standard.

TTie "Way Tliey Are Made and Why 


They Are So Clicnp. 


Three million sopnt-ate shoe nails are 


often cast from one ton of metal. Of 
the smaller sizes 2,000 unils are mold- 
ed In a single mold, and an expert 
workman will make eighty molds in an 
ordinary working clay, thus turning out 
100,000 separate nails. 


When the metal in a liquid state Is 


poured into the mold It runs through 
the sand in passages provided in the 
molding process; the whole of the nails 
are cast together and are, when re- 
moved from the sand, connected by a 
network of iron one with another. In 
this condition the iron is as brittle as 
glass, and very little force is required 
to separate the nails from the network 
which hold? them together. 


They then have to undergo the proc- 


ess known as annealing. They are 
mixed up %\ ith hematite iron ore, which 
is In a powdered state, put into Iron 
pots, and placed In an annealing fur- 
nnce, a sort of kiln. Here they remain 
for- some days, care being taken to so 
regulate the heat to which they are 
subjected that the iron will not be re- 
melted, but brought very nearly to 
that condition. The action of the raw 
iron ore upon the brittle casting is 
marvelous. 
After cooling, it can be 


bent without risk of breaking, and it 
becomes a useful and serviceable arti- 
cle.-London Express.
